Th e first train east 
v;a« « iiardiid by four policemen in eh ariio of 
iJiTìcer Nieliols, and left th e yards early in th e 
morninfi:. 
A few strikers were pi'osent, but 
th ey niivle no attempt to ¡stop th e train, nor

A few ofli<*ioiiH individuals wh o are not ro- 
cosrnized by tim Ktrikern, pulled th ree or four 
coupling pins and th ereby caused a little delay 
111 ^inttinir th e train under Jieadway. Ser­ 
geant Newgent at onee issued orders for th e 
police to arres.t every person found uneoup- 
linp ears or meddling with th e switch es. Th is 
h ad a wh olesome elTect upon th e crowd and 
1)0 furth er trouble was experienced in making 
up trains. 
Th e experience h o h ad Saturday sfternoon 
convinced .Sergeant Newgent th at it would be 
necessary to keep th e crowds out of th e yards 
in ordt'r to facilitate th e moving of trains. 
1 h is lie determine<l to do, and men were 
placed at h is disposal to carry out th e plans 
lie h ad decided to act upon. Th is morning

yards. Th e sch e me worked well, alth ough a 
ftjw m<*n W’h o wanted to indidge in tlie work 
of uncoupling cars objected feebly to th » i or­ 
der of expuKsion being enforced.
